SAN SALVADOR, Oct. 26 (AP) 
—President Jose Maria Lemus 
was overthrown today in a mili- 
tary coup. A combined civilian- 
military junta has taken power. 

Lemus went to Guatemala ac- 
companied by the secretary-gen- 
eral of the presidency, Maj. 
Adolfo Rubio Melhado.

Lemus’s military-backed re- 
| gime had been moving recently 
to contain the pressures of social

swept much of Latin America.

Lemus, who had governed El 
Beverage in strongarm fashion, 

had been subjected to strong 
criticism for stern police meas- 
| ures in putting down anti-govern- 
ment riots at the university in 
San Salvador recently. The uni- 
versity was shut down for a time 
in protest against what the fac- 
ulty called police brutality. 

Unofficial reports in Washing- 
ton said Lemus was taken 
forcibly from the presidential 
palace by military forces. 

The report said several mem- 
bers of the Salvadorean national 
guard appeared at the presi- 
dent’s residence this morning, 
forced their way into the house 
and took him away even before 
he could get fully clothed,

Report Withheld, 
Kennedy told an audience in|

had withheld a government re- 
port showing that United States’ 
prestige has declined throughout 
the world. He called the deteri- 
oration deeply disturbing. 

The Democratic candidate was 
scheduled to leave Chicago’s 
O’Hare Field around noon today 
for Michigan. He planned an 
afternoon and evening of cam- 
paigning by motorcade in and 
around Detroit in an effort to 
win Michigan’s 20 electoral votes. 

Kennedy barnstormed yester- 
day through the Republican sub- 
urban belt outside Chicago, ham- 
mering away repeatedly at Nixon 
on the subject of this country’s 
statiding in relation to the Soviet 
Union. 

Unexpectedly large crowds 
turned out to greet Kennedy on 
the 150-mile swing. He was!

When he and Fulbright first 
said the report showed a decline 
in United States prestige, Nixon 
replied that ‘“‘the facts simply 
aren’t as stated,” Kennedy said. 
“It is now clear that the facts 
have been stated exactly as they 
were,” he added.

He defended the record of the 
Eisenhower Administration, 
charging that the Republicans in- 
herited a gap in space and mis- 
sile development from the ad- 
ministration of former President 
Harry S. Truman. He said the 
United States would almost sure- 
ly launch its first manned flight 
into space within four years. 

He said that just prior to the 
Korean war, the Truman Admin- 
istration eliminated long-range 
missile development entirely. 
Among projects canceled was 
one that Nixon said might have 
enabled the United States to put 
its first satellite into orbit by 
1952, five years before the Rus- 
sians achieved the feat. The 
statement did not identify the 
project. 

Rocket Thrust Lag. 

Nixon said that under the 
Eisenhower Administration the 
United States had “surpassed 
the Soviet lead in the space com- 
petition in all respects but that 
of rocket thrust.’”’ He predicted 
that even this lag would soon be 
overcome. 

He forecast future space ac- 
complishments, basing his esti- 
mates on programs that he said 
are “now well under way.” 

Besides manned flight, he said 
that within four years the United 
States would test ‘‘the first nu- 
clear-fueled engine capable of 
deep penetration into space.” 

Between 1966 and 1967, he 
went on, the United States will 
launch and operate a manned, 
permanent space station, serving 
as a base for deeper flight into 
space. Manned flights around 
the moon will be started by this 
country by 1968, he predicted.

But all of us have the 
responsibility of voting, for the true expression of 
the will of all its citizens is the strength of a 
democracy. 

Communists and other totalitarian societies 
achieve unity by conformity but in our free 
society, we achieve unity in diversity. As a free 
people we are united by our devotion and dedica- 
tion to democratic ideals and our belief in the 
worth and dignity of each individual. Within this 
framework of common ideals and values, we re- 
snect the right of everv American to differ. It is 
the harmonizing of diversity which is the genius 
of America’s greatness. 


WE BELIEVE with Abraham Lincoln that gov- 
ernment must do what the people cannot do for 
themselves. As our industrial society becomes 
more complex, government of necessity must take 
on increasing responsibilities to meet such press- 
ing problems as the achievement of adequate 
economic growth essential to fl employment and 
full production in the age of automation and 
abundance. 


Government Must Lead 


WE BELIEVE government must provide the 
leadership to insure the allocation of adequate re- 
sources to overcome the tragic deficit in educa- 
tion, to meet the medical care needs of our sen- 
jor citizens, to wipe out the slums and social cess- 
pools of our cities, to develop our economy so 
that as a nation we sha!l be equal to meeting our 
many needs at home and of carrying out our re- 
sponsibilities in a world threatened by commu- 
nist tyranny. 


WE BELIEVE with Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
who stated that: 


“The test of our progress is not whether we 
add more to the abundance of those who have 
too much; it is whether we provide enough 
for those who have too little.” 


WE BELIEVE each of us has a right to his 
Own opinion on the issue of the role and respon- 
sibilities of government, but our decisions at the 
ballot box should reflect these opinions and not 
be influenced by prejudice and intolerance. The 
founding fathers who wrote the Constitution were 
motivated by a dedication to democratic ideals 
and were guided by deep understanding and great 
wisdom when they stated in the Constitution: 


“... no religious test shall ever be required 
as a qualification to any office or public trust 
ander the United States.” 

—lIl)nited States Constitution, Article VI 


WE BELIEVE that since we do not require 
a religious test for those of our youth who are 
asked to serve our nation in time of war, we 
should not deny any citizen the right to serve 
our nation in any elective office because of reli- 
gion. 

WF. BELIEVE the UAW can justly be proud of 
its achievements in bringing together workers of 
all races, creeds and colors in a common effort 
to work to find solutions to common problems. 
We work at the practical job of giving everyday 
substance and meaning—not just lip service—to 
the noble concepts of human brotherhood in the 
factories and in the communities where UAW 
members live with their netghbors. 


A Threat to One Threatens All 


WE BELIEVE that freedom is an indivisible 
value and that when bigotry and intolerance 
threaten the freedom of anyone or any group it 
threatens the freedom of all. 


WE BELIEVE that in the present presidential 
campaign, there is reason for every American to 
be deeply disturbed by the poisonous propaganda 
of organized hate groups which is flooding 
America. : 


WE BELIEVE that all Americans have a moral 
obligation to stand together in rejecting the effort 
of those who seek to weaken and divide America 
by injecting religious bigotry into our political life 
at the very time America needs to be strong and 
united to meet the challenge of communist 
tyranny. 

The UAW has felt at first hand the deep 
wounds inflicted by those who sow hatred and 
bigetry. In the last several election campaigns 
and again nm the present campaign, organized 
hate groups and peddlers of hate, such as ex- 


convict Joseph P. Kamp, have made the UAW the 
main target of their vicious falsehoods, fabrica- 
tions and slanders. It is an unfortunate but never- 
theless tragic fact that certain political candidates 
who have disagreed with American labor have 
been given substantial backing by persons in big 
business who have financially supported the cir- 
culation and exploitation of this vicious hate 
material directed against the UAW, 


Religion Is Not An Issue 


As a victim of hate group propaganda, we are 
deeply distressed and regret most sincerely that 
a recent publication issued by the UAW to count- 
eract some of this poisonous hate material was 
misinterpreted. The implications that some have 
read into this publication were not intended. 


As its text makes clear, the purpose of the pub- 
lication was to emphasize that religion is NOT a 
proper issue in the campaign and that bigotry 
is being used to obscure the real issues. The text 
consisted entirely of historical background ma- 
terial on the separation of church and state, quo- 
tations from the Constitution of the United States, 
the statement. presented by Senator Kennedy to 
the ministers’ meeting in Houston, Texas, and a 
page presenting what the UAW believes to be the 
major real issues that citizens should consider in 
deciding how to cast their votes. 


We respect the right of anyone to disagree with 
us on those issues and to vote as he chooses 
without in any way considering that his disagree- 
ment is evidence of bigotry or intolerance. 


But we do fight and we shall continue unremit- 
tingly to fight against the organized hate groups 
and the virulent propaganda with which they seek 
to poison the minds of American voters. 

We shall continue to try to expose them and 
their evil-doing to UAW members and any other 
Americans we can reach. 


WE BELIEVE that those who write, those who 
finance and those who distribute this propaganda 
are attempting to undermine American demo- 
eracy, that they are guilty of unAmerican and 
undemocratic intolerance and that they are pro- 
moters of bigotry. 


WE BELIEVE too few people in public life and 
too few newspapers and magazines have had the 
moral courage to meet the increasing threat that 
hate groups represent to American democracy. 
Manv Americans are not aware of the dimensions 
of the effort that the hate groups have been 
making nor the financial resources behind their 
immoral effort. 

The NEW YORK TIMES on Sunday, October 
16, 1960, headlined a front-page article: 


‘Vast Anti-Catholic Drive 
Is Slated Before Election’ 


This NEW YORK TIMES special election cam- 
paign report pointed out that the leaders of or- 
ganized hate groups had publicly declared that 
they were going to flood America with hate liter- 
ature for the purpose of stirring up anti-Catholic 
religious bigotry in order to defeat Senator Ken- 
nedy. 

The NEW YORK TIMES declared that its in- 
vestigation revealed a total of 144 producers of 
anti-Catholic literature being used in the election 
campaign. Estimates by the National Fair Cam- 
paign Practices Committee put the number of 
pieces of literature in the tens of millions and the 
cost of distribution at hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 


“No one of the literature sources questioned 
was willing to divulge the names of his chief 
financial backers,” the NEW YORK TIMES said. 

The chairman of the Fair Campaign Practices 
Committee, Charles P. Taft, brother of the late 
Senator Robert A. Taft and a Protestant Episco- 
palian, has said: 


“The amounts involved in paying for mil- 
lions of copies of a wide variety of leaflets 
are se great they are clearly beyond the re- 
sources of the hate groups, or in the case of 
slightly more ‘respectable’ material, beyond 
the resources of organizations like churches 
and other non-profit organizations.” 


Unless the organized hate groups are stopped 
by an aroused and alerted people, their intensi- 
fied efforts in the last weeks of the campaign 
will add the shame of religious bigotry to the 
shame of racial prejudice, doing untold damage 
to America’s moral credentials which are so vital 
to our leadership of the free world. 


WE BELIEVE that every American, every pub- 
lic official, every newspaper and magazine has a

high obligation to expose this hate campaign 
without fear or favor or without personal or par- 
tisan preference. 


WE BELIEVE with 100 American churchmen 
and scholars, including bishops of the Protestant, 
Episcopal and Methodist churches, archbishops of 
the Greek Orthodox and Roman Catholic faiths, 
and several prominent rabbis who stated: 


“We believe that it is the responsibility of 
the members of our various religious organi- 
zations to oppose vigorously all attempts to 
make religious affiliation the basis of the 
voter’s choice of candidates for public office. 
It is a vicious practice and repugnant to all 
honorable Americans... 


“The exclusion of members of any family 
of faith from public office on the basis of reli- 
gious affiliation violates the fundamental 
conditions of a free democratic society, as ex- 
pressed in the spirit of our Constitution. 


“There must be no second class citizenship 
In the United States, whether it be based on 
religion, race, class or national origin.” 


Separation of State and Church 


WE BELIEVE that Senator John F. Kennedy 
has spoken forthrightly on the question of religion 
and has met squarely the questions that may have 
been in the minds of some people who were gen- 
uinely and honestly concerned. On September 12, 
1960, Senator Kennedy stated: 


“I believe in an America where the separa- 
tion of church and state is absolute—where 
no Catholic prelate would tell the President 
(should he be Catholic) how to act and no 
Protestant minister would tell his parishion- 
ers for whom to vote—where no church or 
church school is granted any public funds or 
political preference — and where no man is 
denied public office merely because his reli- 
gion differs from the President who might 
appoint him or the people who might elect 
him.” 

On other occasions, Senator Kennedy has 
stated: 

“I believe in a President whose religious 
views are his own private affair, neither im- 
posed by him upon the nation, nor imposed 
by the nation upon him as a condition to 
holding that office. 

“... Tam not the Catholic candidate for 
President. I am the Democratic party’s can- 
didate for President who happens also to be 
a Catholic. 

“I. do not speak for my church on public 
matters—and the church does not speak for 
me. 


“I shall-.devote every effort of mind and 
spirit to fulfilling the oath of the Presidency 
—practically identical, I might add, to the 
oath I have taken for fourteen years in the 
Congress. For, without reservation, I can 
‘solemnly swear that I will faithfully execute 
the office of President of the United States 
and will to the best of my ability preserve, 
protect and defend the Constitution.’ ” 


Issues Must Be Reviewed 


These forthright declarations by Senator Ken- 
nedy prompted the NEW YORK TIMES to say 
editorially on September 14, 1960: 


“What more could Senator Kennedy possi- 
bly say to clarify his divorcement from any ~: 
real or imputed political stand of the Catho- 
lic Church in this or any other country? ... 


“In the light of his own statements Sena- 
tor Kennedy’s religious affiliation is irrele- 
vant to his fitness for the Presidency. No 
American will be doing his duty if he votes 
against him because he is a Catholic, exact- 
ly as no American will be doing his duty if 
he votes for him because he is a Catholic.” 


WE BELIEVE the obligations of citizenship 
and the responsibility of decision weigh heavily 
upon the American people as they cast their votes 
on November 8th. Let each of us meet our obli- 
gation and responsibility in the spirit of the finest 
traditions of free men. Let us review the issues 
and evaluate the candidates. Let us thrust from 
our minds and hearts any prejudice or intolerance 
and make our decision based upon the issues and 
where the parties and the candidates stand on 
the issues.

This means that either we will have to re- 
duce the payments we make to foreigners, or 
foreigners will have to increase the payments 
they make to us. Practically, the alternatives 
are these: 


1, We can reduce imports, by raising tariffs 
or quotas. But this would injure the rest of 
the world without benefiting us too much. We 
already export more than we import. This 
year we shall probably collect from foreigners 
between four and five billion dollars more for 
our exports than we pay them for our imports. 
Everybody has a stake in expanded, not cur- 
tailed, world trade. 


2. We can increase exports. They have been 
increasing, and whatever can be done to in- 
crease them further, through higher produc- 
tivity, smarter marketing, and persuading 
other nations to eliminate all discriminations 
against our products, will be very much to the 
good. But since we already sell more than 20 
billions worth of exports we cannot expect 
foreign markets to expand miraculously 
overnight. 

3. Wecan reduce what our government pays 
out in military and economic aid, But it would 
be unwise to slash too sharply here. Our 
foreign policy depends upon aiding our allies, 
and we cannot afford sudden changes which 
might throw them into the arms of Moscow. 

4. We can reduce what our government pays 
out for maintaining troops overseas. This is 
a bigger item than foreign aid; it runs to 3.4 
billions a year, of which one billion is spent 
in Europe, 600 millions of that in highly pros- 
perous West Germany.

A combination of the second and fourth al- 
ternatives may prove to be the best way of 
balancing the payments. Certainly the allies 
we have helped to get back on their feet 
should be willing now to withdraw trade dis- 
criminations against our products, and some 
of them, at least, should be willing to share 
both the cost of maintaining our troops for 
their protection, and the cost of aiding un- 
derdeveloped countries for the free world’s 
protection. 


There can, of course, be no large scale with- 
drawal of troops from overseas until disarma- 
ment has begun and some workable adjust- 
ment with the Soviets has been reached. But 
it is interesting that the surest and simplest 
way to solve the gold and dollar problem is 
to build a peace which would permit reduc- 
tion of our military commitments abroad. 
That is one more reason for a supreme effort 
to build such a peace. 


For Congress, Mrs. Sullivan 


Mrs. Leonor K. Sullivan, the first woman 
who went from Missouri to the House, is 
seeking a fifth term and fully deserves it.

While 
she spoke out as early as 1953 for a medical 
care plan for those over 65, she also presided 
over conferences on world order. Concen- 
trating on tedious legislative work instead of 
playing for publicity, she also had the cour- 
age—when it took real courage—to speak on 
the floor against Senator McCarthy and those 
who “leaked” government information to him, 

Liberals have found no fault with her vot- 
ing record, and virtually nobody has criticized 
her seriously, Yet she has gone to the grass- 
roots time and again, pleading for wider and 
more active participation in politics. While 
a good Democrat, she has said that both par- 
ties need new men and new thinking. Wheth- 
er her own thinking be regarded as new or 
not so new, it is based on an integrity and a 


De Gaulle Gets His Way 


In a reluctant, back-handed way the French 
National Assembly has approved Gen. De 
Gaulle’s plan for a niclear force outside 
NATO, The opposition made the issue one 
of censure of the government, and it got only 


announced. 

This is ag close as the rubber-stamp As- 
sembly of the Fifth Republic has come to 
turning down De Gaulle, The vote in the 
Senate and a second vote in the Assembly are 
not expected to change the situation since in 
case of a defeat De Gaulle could dissolve the 
parliament and call for new elections, Or 
he could carry out his alternative threat of 
retiring from the government. 

While French politicians are not ready to 
replace De Gaulle for fear that this might 
touch off a rightist-militarist coup d’etat, dis- 
agreement with his policies ig mounting. 
Many Frenchmen are disturbed by his in- 


ment close to home, your local affairs out of 
the hands of meddlesome, bumbling bu- 
reaucracy thousands of miles away.” 

The likely explanation for Mrs. Hobby’s 
grin was that Mr. Eisenhower sounded exact- 
ly like the crusading General of the 1952 
campaign, in which Mrs. Hobby strongly sup- 
ported him. One of the President’s major 
themes in the campaign that year was the 
promise that if elected he would keep the 
“long nose” of Federal bureaucracy out of 
local affairs. All of which made Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s statement sound a bit political despite 
the fact his nine-day speaking tour was billed 
by the White House as strictly non-political. 


The President specifically stated in his ad- 
dress at Rice University field house that his 
talk was not intended to be a part of the po- 
litical campaign. And yet he attacked the 
main contentions of Senator Kennedy and 
supported the position of Vice President 
Nixon by reassuring his audiences on the 
strength of the United States, its expanding 
economy and its “bright record of progress.” 
He criticized those who say United States 
prestige is low as “debasing the truth,” an 
obvious dig at Senator Kennedy, 

Throughout the tour Mr. Eisenhower pro- 
claimed the message that while the United 
States should not be complacent all is essen- 
tially well. This is contrary to the Demo- 
cratic thesis that a much greater national 
effort is required. Even if Mr. Eisenhower 
had not touched on matters in controversy, 
however, his appearances before audiences in 
Texas (with 24 electoral votes), California 
(with 32) and Michigan (with 20) would have 
assisted Mr. Nixon. 

It would be unreasonable to expect Mr. 
Eisenhower to agree with Mr. Kennedy’s 
thesis, of course, since that would mean criti- 
cizing his own record. But by the same token 
he must expect his words to be received as 
those of an interested party, and that some 
may honestly differ with them. 


Alton Shows St. Louis How 


There is a lesson for St. Louis and St. Louis 
county in the plans for a $602,000 expansion 
of Civic Memorial Airport near Alton. The 
Civic Memorial Airport Authority is driving 
ahead with an eye on the future instead of 
floundering about. ; 

The Alton authority soon will advertise for 
bids on a $200,000 control tower, with the 
Federal Government paying half the cost and 
supplying all equipment and personnel. 
Several other projects, including extension of 
a runway from 3750 to 6100 feet, will be com- 
pleted by June 30, 1962. 

Inspiration for the new plans came from a 
federal survey showing that landings and 
take-offs at the field have risen from 50,000 
a year in 1958 to 75,000 now. Yet St. 
Louis and St. Louis county appear unable to 
get proper inspiration from the fact that 
Lambert-St. Louis Field is almost at the satu- 
ration point and that suitable land for new 
fields is becoming scarcer and more expen- 
sive by the day. 

In the last two years, this area has lost two 
fields that were well used: Meramec Airport 
and Parks Metropolitan Airport. The vague 
plans for use of Howell Island as an airport 
remain in doubtful status. Dawdling almost 
insures that a chance to enlarge and use Weiss 
Airport for private and executive flying will 
be lost. Nothing at all has been done about 
two other possible sites. And while the Alton 
airport may continue to grow rapidly, it is too 
far away to be of much help to St. Louis with- 
out better access by highway. 

The Alton area is to be congratulated for a 
step that demonstrates the healthy condition 
of private and executive aviation. Perhaps 
St. Louis and St, Louis county will profit by 
the example.

as far as Alabama. It is prin- 
cipally a lake dweller in the 
northern states and Canada, 
but its favarite habitat in Mis- 
souri is a clean-water stream 
with a hard bottom. 


The streams with the best 
wall-eye populations in the 
state are the Black river be- 
low Clearwat.: lake, Current 
river, the Gasconade, the low- 
er St. Francis and the Mera- 
mec. Good stringers are taken 
from the Lake of the Ozarks, 
and a few are caught at Bull 
Shoals and Norfolk. An experi- 


mental program is under way | 


at Table Rock, where millions 
of fry have been released. 


When Lake Wappapello was 
formed, some 25,000 ‘‘jack”’ 
were caught the first year. 
Apparently the fish were head- 
ing upstream, and could get 
no farther than the spillway 
channel, where _ fishermen 
could take the limit in a short 
time. 


Wall-Eye a Traveler 


The wall-eye is a_ rover. 
Biologists have . captured, 
tagged end released them, and 
these fish have been recap- 
tured as far as 100 miles from 
the original location. The wall- 
eye prefer deep water, and the 
deeper the better, except at 
spawning time, when they 
move to water less than three 
feet deep. 

The eggs are deposited at 
random. No nest or spawning 
bed is prepared, and there is 
no parental care of the eggs 
or of the young fish. In hatch- 
eries some 50 per cent of the 
eggs are hatched, but there is 
no way of making an estimate 
of the hatching success of eggs 
spawned in the wild. 

The natural food of a jack 
salmon includes small fish and 


minnows, crayfish, worms and 


insects. The best method of 
catching a large wall-eye on 
pole and line is to use a large 
natural lure, such as an 8 to 
10-inch carp or sucker. The 
experienced fisherman knows 
the feeding habits of the 
“jack” and may wait several 
minutes after the bait is taken 
before setting the hook. 

The gills of the wall-eye af 
designed to take the scales fif 
the fish that is being s‘/.l- 
lowed, and this process t¥<es 
some time. If the fisherman 
jerks in the lure at the first 
tug of the line, he will boat 
very few fish. 


Deep-Feeders 


Casting with live minnows | 


and heavy sinker produces 
good results in the clear Mis- 
souri streams. Fishermen us- 
ing artificial baits have suc- 
cess using a variety of deep- 
running lures. In trolling or in 
casting, the fisherman shoul 
remember that these fish are 
deep-feeders, and the lure 
should be pulled so as to move 
it along near the bottom of 
the stream or lake. 

The world record wall-eye 
catch was a Canadian fish, 


weighing 2214 pounds, taken | 


by Patrick E. Noon, at Fort 
Erie, Ont. It is our opinion 
that the Missouri fisherman 
who perfects a revolutionary 
method of catching jack sal- 
mon will break fhis record. 
This belief is based on the 
netting, and later reiease, of 
some huge wall-eye by com- 
mercial fishermen removing 
carp and buffalo from Lake 
Wappapello seyeral years ago. 
Some of the jack salmon ob- 


served in the nets were esti- | 


mated at around 30 pounds. 
Most of the giants were found 
in the Hall Bluff-Blue Springs 
area. 

A good example of revolu- 
tionary change in fishing 
methods has been the use of 
jig ’n eel at Bull Shoals. 
Lunker bass are caught on this 
lure as much as 40 feet of 
water. Previously biologists 
were of the opinion that no fish 
existed at that level. 

The fisherman who will 


come up with a method .of | 


catching the large jack almon 
in Wappapello likely will have 
his name in the record book 
for many years. Success may

Getting back to our expedition to the Illinois shore, I had 
never before crossed the river by ferry at night.

There as here the November 
warmth is earth’s last flirtation before the coming of 
the great cold, 


THESE OCTOBER mornings when I sweep the walks I am 
more than ever reminded of the relentless battle that nature 
wages, the organic against the inorganic, life against death, 
the jungle principle against static order. 

The garden of the house where I live is surrounded by a 
wall. It is a formal garden of geometric walks, of peristyles 
and fountains, of stone benches and pedestalled urns. 

And because it is an old garden its continued existence 
represents the triumph of form over chaos, the imposition of 
man-made pattern upon riotous fertility. Left untended the 
pattern would long since have been obliterated. 


Even with unremitting work, man the geometer, 
man the gardener, has suffered some defeats. Here 
and there the bricks have been separated by seed- 
lings, a trellis is out of alignment, deformed by the 
embrace of the vine it was supposed to shape; little 
green shoots invade and explore the cracks in a mar- 
ble bench.

FOR AN HOUR each day I engage joyfully in the combat, 
concentrating on the area around the pergola, leaving the rest 
to the yardman and the owner. Each day I find new sprouts 
poking up most insolently between the bricks, seedlings of 
walnut or wistaria, or chickweed and wild grass. 

And as I pull them up, I think of the jungle of my mind 
upon which I can impose an orderly pattern only by taking 
the time for a daily weeding and pruning. :

THIS HAND was played in a 
team match. At both tables the 
final contract was five diamonds. 
It is debatable whether North 
should have made the affirma- 
tive response of three clubs to 
South’s opening two bid—he 
might have, alternatively, re- 
sponded with two notrump to 
deny positive values. 

At the first table, West led a 
spade and continued with another 
spade which South ruffed. De- 
clarer struggled long and labori- 
ously, cashing seven trumps in 
succession and hoping that the 
defenders would for one reason 
or another discard a few of their 
hearts. 

But both defenders hung on 
grimly to their hearts, not part- 
ing with even one of them, and 
South had no choice but to ac- 
cept a one-trick defeat. He lost 
two heart tricks. 

At the second table, the de- 
clarer was more resourceful. He 
realized it was very improbable 
that a succession of trump plays 
would induce the defenders to 
part with any hearts they held. 
Their clubs and spades he knew 
would be viewed as useless 
cards to save, and hence they 
would be bound to nurture their 
heart holdings. 

Therefore, since repeated 
trump leads would surely run 
him into a dead end and result 
in defeat, this declarer decided 
to pin his hopes on the possibility 
that either defender had been 


dealt the singleton six of dia- 
monds. 

Accordingly, he ruffed the sec- 
ond spade lead with the seven, 
cashed the ace of clubs, and re- 
turned the eight of diamonds. 

West could not resist grabbing 
the trick with the nine—and that 
was the end of the party. The 
five of diamonds now constituted 
an entry to dummy, and declar- 
er was able to dispose of two 
heart losers on the K-Q of clubs. 

Of course, West could have 
foiled the scheme by ducking the 
eight when it was led, in which 
case declarer would have gone 
down anyhow. 

But South’s ingenious play is 
nevertheless entitled to honor- 
able mention, since it could cost 
him only 50 points if it failed, 
and might, and in fact did, 
bring home the contract.

How to Avoid Cold Floors 


MANY PEOPLE have cold feet 
and one of the main reasons is 
that in many homes the floors 
are uncomfortably cool. This is 
due to the fact that warm air 
rises and cold air falls, and also 
because many floors are directly 
over unheated areas such as 
basements or crawl space. 

If a floor is over unheated 
epace, the simplest way to warm 
it up is to insulate. If you can 
get at the underside of the floor, 
insulation can be applied be- 
tween the floor joists and will 
make a considerable difference 
in the floor temperature, 

About the best kind of insula- 
tion for this job is the roll or 
blanket insulation. This should 
be applied with the vapor bar- 
rier side facing the floor. There 
are special kinds of blanket in- 
sulation made for use on floors 
and these have nailing flanges 
on the reverse side that make 
application easy. Other types of 
insulation can be held in place 
by fastening chicken wire to the 
bottom edges of the joists to held 
the insulation, 


They'll Do It Every Time 


The other way to warm wp @ 
floor is to get better circulation 
of the warm air in the room. 
If the house is heated with a 
forced warm air system it is 
often possible to achieve this 
by having the system adjusted 
so that the blower runs constant- 
ly. This keeps the air moving 
and prevents a layer of cold air 
forming along the floor. 

In other cases it’s often pos- 
sible to get the cold air away 
from the floor by setting a small 
portable electric fan on a high 
bookcase or similar piece of fur- 
niture and let it push the warm 
air from the upper portion of the 
room down onto the floor.

Norway Aids Elderly 


NEW YORK, Oct. 26. 

PVE LONG BEEN curious how older people fare in 
Norway. And I was glad to pick up some facts the other day 
when I ran into Dr. Trygve Hansen of Hammarfest. 

*“‘We have a higher proportion of elders than you do,” said 
this pleasant, portly physi- 
cian, “and a slightly 
higher life expectancy. 

“The usual retirement 
age in Norway is 70. At 
that age various advan- 
tages come to the individ- 
ual. He becomes eligible to 
move into one of the apart- 
ment buildings for older 
people found in most com- 
munities, where rents may 
be’ as low as $10 a month 

‘ae for a One-room apartment 

. with bath and kitchenette. 
ROBERT PETERSON These buildings often fea- 
ture a community room on the first floor where residents can 
Visit and do handcrafts. 

“He also becomes eligible for a small social security pen- 
sion of about $35 per month. With low cost housing, a pension 
to supplement his savings, and with medical care covered by 
our health insurance plan—all completely free of any stigma 
of charity—he has the essentials for a comfortable old age.’ 


I asked how housing for the elderly is financed. 
“The various cities borrow funds from the government. 
Because the loans are long-term at low interest rates, 
we can offer retirees very modest rents and still make 
the housing pay for itself in the long run. When elders 
become ill or can no longer care for themselves they 
are moved to nursing homes or hospitals.” 


WHAT ABOUT their social security plan? “It’s financed 
out of taxes and everyone gets the same amount.” 

Health insurance? ‘‘We have a compulsory, government- 
sponsored insurance plan which is subsidized by the state. 
Everyone between 15 and 70 who works must pay from $1 to 
$4 a month for health insurance, depending on his income. 
Folks past 70 pay nothing. If one is hospitalized all costs are 
covered. But if you simply visit a doctor you pay about one- 
third of his fee and the rest is paid by the government. 
Physician fees, except in the case of specialists, are fixed by 
the government. 


| “An important feature of the plan is our ‘house 

| mother’ program which helps keep our hospitals from 
becoming crowded with older people. Under this plan 
people who become ill or feeble—but do not require 
actual hospitali can stay at home under a physi- 
cian’s care and a homemaker comes in as required 
and helps out until the individual can care for himself 
again. “

Big Smoke from Missouri Corncob Pipes 


Sales Soaring at Home and Overseas as Factories at Washington, Mo., Rush Output to Meet Demand

THE ONCE LOWLY corncob pipe, friend of the farmer and 
solace of the man who couldn't afford a fancy briar, has come 


into its own. 


Once a typically American institution—and rural American 
at that—the corncob pipe has spread all over the world. Not 
only has it achieved an eminence it never had, or even dreamed 
of before, but it is bringing new prosperity to the cob pipe in- 
dustry and to the farmers who grow the corn from which come 


the cobs. 


Today corncob pipes are being shipped by the hundreds of 
thousands to virtually every foreign country except those behind 


the Iron Curtain. 


Furthermore it has found social acceptance, 


not only on Fifth avenue (where a swank tobacconist recognizes 
it as a best seller) but along the Rue de la Paix, Saville Row and 


the Via Nazionale. 


In fact the pipes are so popu- 
lar in Italy that a firm in Milan 
has been granted a license to 
make them over there. But their 
greatest popularity abroad is in 
the Scandinavian countries. The 
Swedes dearly love a corncob 
pipe. Don’t ask me why.. Even 
the manufacturers don’t know, 

This new status of the corn- 
cob pipe came to light recently 
when we received word from 
the Pipe and Tobacco Council 
that pipe smoking is making a 
big comeback. This goes not 
only for fancy briars and meer- 
schaums, the council reported, 
but for the lowly corncob as 
well. 

Since the Pipe and Tobacco 
Council is dedicated to the 
cause of promoting pipe and 
pouch and might be suspected 
of a little wishful thinking, and 
since the corncob pipe center 
of the world is in Washington, 
Mo., right in the next county, 
we journeyed down to check up 
on the state of the cob pipe 
economy. 

The council, we learned, 
hadn’t exaggerated, something 
which may go down as a land- 
mark in the history of public 
relations. 

“For the first time in 95 
years, we’ve been running two 
shifts,”’ said Carl Otto who, 
with his brother Edmund Jr., 
runs the Missouri Meerschaum 
factory, the oldest and by far 
the largest of the three corn- 
cob pipe factories in Washing- 
ton. 

“Business started booming 
about two years ago. Last 
spring we started working two 
shifts, but we’re back on one 
shift temporarily. The truth of 
the matter is that we’re not 
geared to that kind of produc- 
tion, and we had to slow down 
and sort of get straightened out. 
As a matter of fact we’ve been 
running behind on our orders 
for a year.” 

Up the street from the Mis- 
souri Meerschaum factory is the 
Buescher Pipe Co., operated by 
George Buescher. A much 
smaller factory, it has been in 
operation for about 20 years 
now. 

“Our export ‘business has in- 
creased about 500 per cent in 
the past six months,’’ Buescher 
reported. ‘“‘We’re getting orders 
from England, France, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, South 
Africa, East Africa, Puerto 
Rico, Iran, Nigeria and Ire- 
land. Just about every place 
but the Iron Curtain countries. 
Maybe we should have given 
Khrushchev a cob pipe while 
he was here.” 

In the same block, overlook- 
ing the Missouri river, is the 
Hirschl-Bendheim Co., whose 
output is somewhere between 
those of the Missouri Meer- 
schaum and the Busecher com- 
panies. Young Robert Hirschl, 
manager of the company, re- 
ports a similar boom in the cob 
pipe business and a decided in- 
crease in exports. 

“There was a time,”’ said Carl 
Otto, ‘“‘when a city man wouldn’t 
be caught dead smoking a corn- 
cob pipe. But for some reason 
tney’ve become socially accept- 
able in the last few years. I hear 
they’re quite the thing on Madi-

son avenue. And one of our big- 
gest outlets is a tobacco shop 
oa Fifth avenue. Not long ago 
the owner of the shop stopped 
off here on his way to Califor- 
nia. He was curious. He wanted 
to see where the corncob pipes 
came from.” 

Otto received a letter a few 
months ago from a-New York 
tycoon who has been a customer 
for years, but like many city 
dwellers, smoked corncobs only 
in the privacy of office or den. 
The customer, half jokingly, had 
asked the headwaiter at the 
Waldorf if he could smoke his 
cob pipe there. ‘‘By all means,”’ 
the headwaiter replied. ‘We 
see quite a few * them now- 
adays.”’ 

Then of course the cob pipe 
has always had a coterie of dev- 
otees in high places who didn’t 
give a hang what people thought. 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur has 
smoked them for years; he had 
a Missouri Meerschaum in his 
mouth when he ‘“‘returned,”’ and 
when he came home. Otto still 
sends them to the general in his 
suite at the Waldorf Towers. 

Another devotee is Herbert 
Hoover. Not long ago Otto re- 
ceived a rather frantic letter 
from Mr. Hoover’s secretary. 
She had found a couple of his 
pipes on his desk which, she 
said, seemed sort of damp. She 
had put them on a toaster to dry 
out, and burned them up. Could 
he send two pipes right away to 
replace them? 

Others to whom the manufac- 
turers point with pride are 
Arthur Godfrey, Tennessee 
Ernie Ford, Walter Pidgeon, 
Bennett Cerf, Thomas Hart Ben- 
ton, Carl Sandburg, Norman 
Rockwell and Allen Dulles. 
Famous cob smokers of the past 
have been Gen. John J. Per- 
shing, Fiorello LaGuardia, H. L. 
Mencken and Marshal Foch. 


Another reason for the social 
acceptance of the corncob pipe, 
Otto says, is that along with the 
old standard models, the makers 
are now putting out de luxe 
models which, in styling, finish 
and general acceptance compare 
very favorably with briar pipes. 

Although the corncob pipe 
Originated in the town of Wash- 
ington, some 70 years ago, in 
later years is spread itself 
around among towns in central 
Missouri. Now, however, it is 
all back in Washington. The 
Hirschl-Bendheim Co: bought

out the Missouri Valley Pipe Co. 
at Marthasville several years 
ago, and in recent years the 


Missouri Meerschaum Co. has 
absorbed National Pipe Co., 
which was at Union; the Union 


Pipe Co., which was at Owens- 
ville, and Phoenix - American 
Pipe Co., at Boonville. 

Thus the corncob pipe has 
come home where it was born 
back in 1869 when, according to 
a legend everyone in Washing- 
ton knows, a farmer named John 
Schranke whittled his own pipes 
out of corncobs and found them 
good. 

One day, the legend goes, 
Schranke came into town and 


dropped in on his friend Henry | 


Tibbe, a woodworker. Watching | 
Henry turn out a spindle on his | 


lathe, John suggested he dress 
down a few cobs for him. Henry 
shaped up a cob in a jiffy, bored 
a hole and handed it to his 
friend. John stuck in a stem 
made of cane and departed, puf- 
fing away. ’ 

After John left, Henry Tibbe 
made half a dozen pipes on his 
own and strung them in the win- 
dow of his shop. They caught on 
at once and Henry soon was ne- 
glecting his woodworking to 
make pipes. 

The early pipes. weren’t fin- 
ished on the outside. They were 
just a section of rough cob in its 
natural state. Tibbe went to a 
friend who was a pharmacist and 
something of a chemist, and they 
worked out a method of rubbing 
plaster of Paris into the cob, 
then sanding it, shellacking it 


and dressing it which gave it a | 


smooth, polished look on the out- 
side. 

But it remained the same on 
the inside, which is the secret of 
the success of the cob pipe. Like 
genuine meerschaum, Otto ex- 
plains, the cob absorbs the juices 
and moisture from the tobacco. 


in the gasoline business in St. 
Louis, is a non-working partner. 
The pipes are manufactured in 
a barny looking brick building 
which overlooks the Missouri 
river, and you can tell by the 
seams and the different types of 
brick how many times it has 
been enlarged through the years. 
The company today employs 
about 100 persons, turning out 
an averagé of 5,000,000 pipes a 
year. The Buescher factory turns 
out close to 2,000,000 a year. 
Making the first cob pipes was 
a fairly simple operation.

of pipe clay, a hole was bored 
in the side and a reed stuck in 
for a stem. 

Today there are more than 50 
separate operations in making 
a better pipe and at least 30 in 
the cheaper ones. Most of the 
work is still done by hand. What 
machinery they have, they had 
to design themselves. 

The first step in making a cob 
pipe is to get a suitable cob. The 
Missouri Meerschaum Co. real- 
ized many years ago that the 
ordinary cob was too small and 
too soft. Working with the farm- 
ers and the University of Mis- 
souri, they developed, by se- 


lectivity, a hybrid known as Mis- 
souri Pipe No. 4. It is a white 
cob, larger in circumference, 
more regular in shape, and a lot 
tougher than the average cob. 

The corn is grown by farmers 
under contract to the pipe fac- 
tories, which furnish the seed 
and deduct the cost when the 
cobs are paid for. The compa- 
nies pay about a cent a cob. This 
brings the farmer from $37 to $40 
an acre for something he used 
to throw away, and he has the 
grain home free. 

Today the .Missouri Meer- 
schaum Co. makes pipes in 60 
different shapes in 12 price lines. 
At one time the pipes sold for 
from a dime to a dollar. Today 
the cheapest is 25 cents and the 
most expensive is $2. 

The confirmed cob pipe smok- 
er will defend the cob with his 
life and his honor, Otto main- 
tains. He will tell you, “‘it is 
less fragile than clay, less ex- 
pensive than briar, cool in the 
hand and on the tongue and 
light in the pocket. Its porous 
bow! absorbs the heat and mois- 
ture and the cob imparts a sub- 
tle, pleasant flavor to the smoke. 
And it needs no breaking in.” 

If properly smoked, Otto says, 
a cob pipe will last as long as 
any briar, But since it absorbs 
moisture, a man should have 
several and let them rest and 
dry out. But don’t put them in 
the toaster.

‘Pap Test? For Cancer 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

I WOULD LIKE information about ulcers and spots on the 
cervix. When a Pap test is taken and turns out negative, what 
treatment is given? And if the Pap test is not negative, what 
then? MRS. R.N, 


The Pap or smear test—they mean the same thing 
—is one developed by Dr. George Papanicolau. Hence 
the name “Pap test.” 

It is a test for cancer. You see, cancer is an 
uncontrolled growth. In healthy tissue, as cells “wear 
out,” enough other cells divide so that the total num- 
ber of them remains correct. How nature does this, 
we do not know. 


When cancer starts, cells divide and divide and keep on 
dividing. This is uncontrolled growth. Not only does this rate 
continue unabated until finally it does damage that cannot 
be repaired, but also the cells that are produced by this 
process are imperfect in size and shape. 

This last fact gives us a means of identifying tissue that 
has become cancerous. If we can get even a microscopic bit 
of tissue, examination in a laboratory will disclose positively 
whether it is cancerous or heclthy. 


Now then, cancer of the cervix, if it is to occur, usually | 
begins on the mucous membrane, the surface. A ‘‘smear” is | 


taken from the surface and examined under a microscope to 
determine whether the cells are normal or are abnormal. 

The question today agks specifically about an ulcer or 
spot. An ulcer, of course, is simply a small sore. It is not 
necessarily cancer. 


If the “Pap test” is negative, meaning “no can- 
cer,” then the problem is to deal with a simple ulcer. 
Such an ulcer usually means a chronic infection of 
some sort. If it is possible to identify the particular 
organism (germ, fungus or whatnot) it is treated with 
appropriate medication. 


If the exact infection cannot be identified, and this is 
often the case, the spot or ulcer is generally cauterized either 
by chemicals or electricity, to give scar tissue a chance to 
form a sound surface—in short, the same way you cauterize 
an ulcer anywhere else. 

If, however, the ‘‘Pap test” is ‘“‘positive,"”’ meaning ab- 
normal or malignant cells are found, more radical treatment 
is required. This may be radium, or surgery, depending on the 
type and extent of the cancer area. 

Perhaps I'd best add that the ‘Pap test,’’ while very good, 
can err sometimes a matter of a few percentage points. For 


that reason if a positive or even a ‘‘suspicious’’ result comes 


from the smear test, it is followed by a biopsy to be certain.

Abominable Snowman Hunt

NEW DELHI, Oct. 26 (AP). 

SOME SAY it eats people. 
Others insist it’s a vegetarian. 

There are those who think it’s 
a bear or an ape, or a human- 
like creature 10 feet tall. 

Byt one thing is sure: 

Something has been leaving 
huge tracks in the frozen snow 
of the Indian and Nepalese Hima- 
layas for years. 

The tracks of the “ahbomineh'> 
snowman” are the starting point 
for a major new expediuon vy 
Sir Edmund Hillary, the con- 
queror of Mount Everest. 

“T don’t think we can question 
the fact that something is mak- 
ing these tracks,”’ Hillary said 
before setting off for the moun- 
tains. 

“It may be the half human- 
half animal ‘yeti’: of the Sher- 
pas; or a red bear or a langur 
monkey straying far above its 
habitat; or even deformed or 
frostbitten human feet. Whatever 
it is, we are anxious to try and 
answer once and for all.” 

A 20-man_ British-American- 
New Zealand team led by Hillary 
will spend nine months in the 
Everest region, the first ever to 
stay the entire winter in the 
Himalayas. The expedition will 
carry out research at high alti- 
tude which may aid future space 
travel. It will attempt to climb 
27,790-foot Mount Makalu. 

And, perhaps most challenging 
of all, it will seek to establish 
the true neture of a creature 
which has never been positively 
identified. 


The yeti, or abominable 
snowman, has been a legend of 
the Himalayas for a half cen- 

snow. 

An adjective used by the Sher- 
pas could be translated either as 
fierce or filthy—which led to the 
term abominable snowman. 

tury or more. Sherpas, the 

Nepalese porters who guide 

expeditions, believe it a half- 
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human creature which lives in 
caves and shuns contacts with 
human beings. To Westerners, 
its only trademark is foot- 
prints in the snow. 

THE FIRST _ authenticated 
sighting of its tracks was made 
in 1921 by Sir Howard Bury, a 
British mountaineer then recon- 
noitering Everest. Bury’s Sher- 
pas were terrified by the huge 
footprints. They said the tracks 
were made by a man of the 

Bury’s report caused a sensa- 
tion in Western newspapers, but 
16 years passed before new 
tracks were discovered by an- 
other British mountaineer, Frank 
Smythe, at 16,000 feet in the 
Garwal area of the Indian Hima- 
Jayas. Numerous other sightings 
tulluwed, and so much interest 


HY-C ALUMINUM 
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stirred that five fullscale ex- 
peditions in search of the yeti 
have been made since World 
War II. 


The closest approach to find- 
ing him was made in 1951 by 
explorer Eric Shipton, in the 
isolated Menlung Glacier area 
south of Everest. Shipton found 
a long trail of tracks each a 
foot long and half as wide. 
Each print showed three large 
“toes” in front, a_ thick 
“thumb” to one side. The 
tracks were clear—Shipton ob- 
tained photographs which were 
published throughout the world 
—and appeared fresh. But 
Shipton found no other sign of 
their author. The tracks sim- 
ply disappeared into frozen 
crevasses of the mountains. 


MORE TRACKS were found 
in the same area in 1955 by a 
British Royal Air Force expedi- 
tion. It rerorted the tracks sank 
four inches into the frozen snow, 
while heavy alpine boots of ex- 
pedition members made impres- 
sions only one inch deep, and 
concluded that the yeti—or what- 
ever it was—was much heavier 
than a man. 


Two major theories have been 
offered by Western investiga- 


gest and best organized cam- 
paign ever. made in yeti re- 
search. It will make its head- 
quarters in the Menlung Glacier 
area where Shipton’s photo- 
graphs were obtained nine years 
ago, using equipment of which 
Shipton never dreamed. 

One device is a .202 hypoder- 
mic gun which could put the 
ycti to sleep at long distance 
by firing needle-tipped hypoder- 
mic syringes. 

If the expedition is unable to 
examine the yeti, it may still 
get his photograph. A dozen 
cameras will be staked out 
which can be set off by trip 
wires stretched over game trails. 

The expedition will set up its 
cameras in a valley where 
tracks have been sighted in the 
past, then retire to observation 
posts overlooking the valley 
from a much higher altitude, 
keeping watch with telescopes.

The following Official Rules are for 
your guidance, Read and follow them 
carefully to avoid errors which would 
jeopardize your opportunity to be a 
winner, 


1 (a) The game will consist of 
four "steps," with a separate entry 
form for each step on which entrants 
must submit their predictions on the 
outcome of the 1960 Presidential 
Election. In Step No. |, players will 
predict the winner of the election. 
In Step No. 2, players will predict 
the number of states the winning 
candidate will carry. In Step No. 3, 
players will predict which states the 
winning candidate will carry.
